/\N E DETAIL of the cold war is bein g n e­ 
glected . 
It s cold er in Russia. 
If the 
Russian s are spared most of the in formation 
which keeps American s jittery they are 
spared n on e of the misgivin gs. Ign oran ce of 
curren t even ts is n ot bliss because most Rus 
sian s had first-han d experien ce with war in 
World War II an d d read its con sequen ces. 
Their political masters in the Kremlin are 
better in formed , though much of their in for­ 
mation has been d octored before it reached 
them. 
But they kn ow en ough to un d erstan d the 
implication s of what has been happen in g to 
them. They kn ow to their d ismay, for ex­ 
ample, tha* there is n o spon tan eous d eman d 
an ywhere for the Commun ist id eology: They 
must promote Russian imperialism the hard 
way from n ow on . The gist of the n ew posi­ 
tion taken by the Un ited States an d backed by 
the Un ited Nation s is that they must promote 
it at the risk of war. 
Mean while, Russia has d omestic problems, 
like all other coun tries. It has un rest amon g 
its people. 
There n ever are en ough bullets 
an d slave-labor camps to take care of all the 
opposition to the govern men t Furthermore, 
ii must be foun d an d stamped out before it 
materialises. That takes an army of police­ 
men an d un d ercover agen ts, plus an other 
army to watch the first army. Then there is 
the problem of Stalin himself. No on e can 
be sure an y more whether Stalin will have 
to be replaced on short n otice. 
There are

In a cold war, a hot war, a ball game or a 
Maxin g match, it n ever pays to forget that the 
opposition gets worried , tired , frustrated an d 
con fused , too.

» THE FOUR-STATE area of In ­ 
d ian a, Illin ois, Wiscon sin an d 
Min n esota has always been con ­ 
sid ered 
pred omin en tly 
farm 
belt It still is a big prod ucer of 
wheat, corn , hogs an d d airy prod ­ 
ucts, with hay an d soy bean s 
thrown in for good measure as 
rotation crops. 
What is n ot so gen erally recog­ 
n ized is that these four states also 
held about 22 per cen t of the war 
con tracts. In other word s, these 
four states are also most impor­ 
tan t in d ustrially. They have be­ 
come d iversified . An d as farm 
prod uction has becorae more effi­ 
cien t—more mechan ized —requir­ 
in g less man power, the surplus 
abor has been turn ed to in d us­ 
trial prod uction .

The 1950 cen sus figures are ex­ 
pected to show that this tren d 
has gon e much farther than even 
the resid en ts of those states may 
have appreciated .

HHEN THIS n ew min imum 
wage was bein g con sid ered by 
Con gress, it was pred icted by 
some witn esses that the jump 
from the former 40 cen ts an 
hour min imum wage would put 
man y small busin ess firms out 
of busin ess. To d ate, n ot on e re­ 
port has been received in this 
four-state area to in d icate that 
the 75-cen t min imum has put 
an yon e out of busin ess. 
The n et effect of the min imum 
wage in crease in the area is esti­ 
mated as havin g brought wage 
raises to about 100,000 workers— 
perhaps 25,000 in In d ian a, 30,000 
to 40,000 in Illin ois, 20,000 to $ 25,- 
000 in Wiscon sin an d Min n esota. 
These in creases have mostly 
been reported in the can n in g, 
textile, garmen t an d d airy in d us­ 
tries. There have also been some 
un an ticipated surprises. For in ­ 
stan ce, most small ban ks have 
had to in crease their wage rates. 
These coun try ban ks have usu­ 
ally operated with a staff of four 


A FURTHER EFFECT which 
has n ot yet happen ed , but is be­ 
in g talked about, is that the 75- 
cen t min imum wage will d rak 
back to the North man y in d us 
tries which wen t South to rap 
cheap labor supplies. It has been 
foun d that more prod uction can 
be had from the more skilled 
n orthern workers at 80 cen ts or 
more an hour, than from less 
skilled workers who n ow have to 
be paid 75 cen ts. 
There are n ow about 90,000 
busin ess firms in this four-stage 
area, subject to Wage-Hour Law 
ad min istration . 
They 
employ 
about 2,600,000 
workers who 
come un d er the provision s of the 
act, with as man y more un cov­ 
ered . 
Five mon ths’ experien ce un d er 
the Wage-Hour Law amen d men ts 
passed by Con gress last year 
have by n o mean s cleared tip all 
the ad min istrative d etails. These 
amen d men ts mad e 42 chan ges in 
the law. Some of the chan ges 
have been covered by ad min istra­ 
tive rulin g. Some will have to 
wait court clarification , as Con ­ 
gression al statemen ts of in ten t 
are in con flict with the lan guage 
of the law. In gen eral, however, 
the tran sition has been pretty 
smooth an d few of the an ticipated 
d ifficulties have arisen . 
When the Wage-Hour Law was 
first 
en acted , 
violation s 
were 
foun d in about 15 per cen t of the 
cases. When the min imum wage 
wen t to 40 cen ts an hour, there 
were violation s in about 25 per 
cen t of the cases. Un d er the n ew 
law, violation s have been about 
10 per cen t. Most of them come 
in frin ge in d ustries. In other 
word s, the prin ciple of this law 
n ow seems to have been estab­ 
lished an d accepted .

our stren gth to main tain in tern a 
tion al peace an d security . . .’ 
This was the begin n in g of the 
charter of the U. N., which n as 
had a very un happy life. An d 
n ow, five years after the charter 
was sign ed in San Fran cisco, tn e 
n ext item in the book is a ques­ 
tion : 
What’s goin g to happen to t.ie 
U. N ? 
If the Un ited States as a mem­ 
ber of the U. N. had n ’t stepped 
in to the fight between the n orth­ 
ern an d southern republics of 
Korea, the U. N. would be a joke 
an d might just as well be d ead 
an yway. 
No small n ation tryin g to stave 
off commun ism could have an y 
hope or help from the U. N. if 
its members stood id ly by while 
the North Korean s—Commun ist- 
run an d Russian spon sored —in ­ 
vad ed South Korea an d wiped out 
there the southern republic which 
the U. N. itself had blessed . 
The swift U. S. move to bomb 
an d block the North Korean s had 
the approval of the U. N. But n ow 
that the U. N. has acted , to the 
d iscomfort of Commun ists every­ 
where, will Russia stav in the 
U. N.? 
If Russia an d its satellites d e­ 
cid e to get out, the U. N. may 
still try to carry on un d er the 
n ame of “Un ited Nation s” but it 
won ’t be the same U. N. 
Russian withd rawal would split 
the world in to two—maybe three 
—parts: 
1. The Un ited States an d its al­ 
lies. 
2. Russia an d its allies. 
3. An d maybe In d ia. Pakistan , 
Burma an d a few other coun tries 
might get out of U. N., tryin g 
n ot to offen d either sid e, hopin g 
to survive by stayin g in the mid ­ 
d le.

Therefore, Russia, which has 
rocked alon g in the d ivid ed U. N.

the western world on the other— 
may d ecid e to stick alon g for a 
while, if Russian can 
see an y 
ben efit from d oin g so. 
It seems clear that Russia’s 
on ly effectiven ess in the U. N. 
n ow is that of obstruction for 
Russian purposes. But so lon g as 
it stays iq, the West at least can 
have some d irect d ealin g with its 
represen tatives. 
If it gets out, the split will be 
d eep. An d that kin d of con tact 
may be pretty much lost. Some 
political philosophers might re­ 
gret Russia’s withd rawal on the 
groun d s that it would make of 
the world two armed camps. But 
the world is in two armed camps 
alread y.
